Enthusiastic W elcome 
Accorded in Kentucky 
and Missouri; Coolidge 
Sends Hope of Victory.

St. Louis, November 2.—(/)—Her- 
bert Hoover halted tonight on the 
edge of the great grain belt to lay 
before the people of the country a 
plan to set up a new institution of 
government to aid the farmer. 

Expanding the proposal for a fed- 
eral farm board, which he made early 
in the campaign, the republican presi- 
dential candidate said in an address 
at the Coliseum that this board would 
be cloaked with full power to cope 
with each and every one of the multi- 
tude of problems that affect agricul- 
ture.* 

The program of his party, he said, 
provides that the board would have 
full power to act and tbe authorized 
to aid in developing cooperative mar- 
keting; clearing houses for agricul- 
tural products; adequate warehousing 
facilities; the elimination of wastes in 
distribution. 

A last minute change in time for 
opening of his speech forced a general 
speeding up of his schedule upon his 
arrival in St. Louis and his automo- 
bile raced through the streets at break- 
neck speed. 

Gets Great Welcome. 

A crowd that had massed about 
the front of the coliseum started a 
pell-mell rush for the entrance after 


his automobile arrived and many 
members of his party were forced to 
fight their way through the jam, with 
police .blocking allcomers. Allan Hoo- 
ver was caught in the jam and for 
several minutes was pushed about. 

The entrance of the candidate to the 
coliseum was the signal for the begin- 
ning of a demonstration that rivaled 
the one he received at Madison Square 
Garden ten days ago. The crowd 
cheered for more than ten minutes. 

Finally, a band playing “The Star 
Spangled Banner” brought the voices 
into the harmony and at its conelu- 
sion Henry S. Caulfield, republican 
candidate for governor of Missouri, 
attempted to still the tumult while he 
introduced the nominee. As Hoover 
approached the microphones, the cheers 
redoubled in force. Once under way, 
re. Hoover received close atten- 

ion, 

As he began to draw a distinction 
between the entrance of the govern- 
ment into commercial business and its 
constructive action along certain other 
lines, including agricultural relief, he 
received new applause. $ 

The crowd voiced hearty: approval 
of hig declaration for inland water 
ways improvement through systems 
which ‘would connect the agricultural 
northwest with the Gulf of Mexico by 
the Mississippi. river and its laterals 
and the Atlantic coast via the St. 
Lawrence river and the Great Lakes. 
_ There were more roars of approval 
when he declared that he stood for 
continuance of federal contribution to

Voters of Atlanta will be asked to 
ratify a proposal to float a $1,000,000 
bond issue for improvements at Grady 
hospital in the general election to be 
held December 5, according to action 
of city council Friday afternoon. 

Mayor I. N. Ragsdale Jater in the 
day approved the measure, and thus 
assured the fact that it will be sub- 
mitted. 

Under the law, a majority of the 
registered voters must cast ballots in 
the election and two-thirds of those 
voting must favor the project in or- 
der to authorize issuance of the bonds. 

Recommended in Committee. 

Action of council was predicated on 
a recommendation of a special coun- 
cilmanie committee named at a spe- 
cial session of that body Wednesday 
afternoon. ‘The committee  investi- 
gated the feasibility of including other 
projects in the bond proposal to. be 
submitted to the voters, but after an 
exhaustive probe decided to offer 
only the Grady bonds. 

In the event the bonds are voted, 
$100,000 of the fund will be utilized 
to take advantage of the offer of Ja- 
cob Elsas to establish a $300,000 pay 
ward; another $75,000 will be de- 
voted toward expansion of the Al- 
bert Steiner cancer clinic; a psycho- 
pathic ward will be provided, and 
practically every other branch will be 
enlarged, renovated and reconstructed 
in order to provide a modern, well 
equipped and adequate hospital serv- 
ice for the “poor people of Atlanta.”

JUDGE COVINGTON 
ASSAILS AL SMITH 


Tells Anti-Smith Forces 
He Opposes Him as “Ro- 
man Catholic Running 
in Protestant Country.” 


Frank admission that he is oppos- 
ing the candidacy of Governor Alfred 
E. Smith for president because Smith 
is “a Roman Catholic running in a 
Protestant country,” was made Fri- 
day night by Judge W. A. Coving- 
ton, of Moultrie, in an address at an 
“anti-Smith democratic” rally at the 
auditorium. 

Judge Covington, who shared speak- 
ing honors with Mrs. Mary Harris 
Armour, prominent W. C. T. U. 
worker; Barry Wright, leader of the 
anti-Smith forces, and Hooper Alex- 
ander, editor of “The Democrat,” 
made his attack upon Smith’s religion 
while reciting and indorsing three 
planks of Billy Sunday’s platform 
against Smith. The other two planks 
were that Smith “is a dripping wet in 
a dry country” and that he is “a 
Tammanyite in an honest man’s 
country.” To these, Judge Covington 
added one of his own making: “Be- 
cause Smith is the leading proponent 
of social equality in a white man’s 
country.” 

Crowd Enthusiastic. 


The crowd, which comfortably fill- 
ed the orchestra floor of the audi- 
torium, was an enthusiastic one and 
frequently cheered the speakers. At 
one time, during an attack upon news- 
papers suyporting Al Smith the 
crowd yelled a demand that repre- 
sentatives of the local Smith papers 
be “thrown out.” 

George P. Whitman, president of 
the Fulton County anti-Smith club, 
presided and made the opening ad- 
dress. Whitman claimed that’ the 
anti-Smith forces comprise the “only 
true democracy left in the democratic 
party.” 

Judge Covington charged the Smith 
campaigners with “a deliberate effort 
to belittle Hoover’s service to human- 
ity.” and defended Hoover against 
those who question what he would do, 
as a Quaker, in the event of war if 
he should be elected president. Cov- 
ington said that Sergeant Alvin York, 
hero of the world war, is a @ ker, 
and that “the president does not tote 
a gun in case of war.”

The lease ex- 
tends over a period of ten years and 
involves an aggregate rental of: ap- 
proximately $80,000. The property 
has a frontage of 85 feet on Pryor and 
extends back 185 feet. It is located 
on the new viaduct, between Hunter 
and Alabama streets. 

Reconstruction Begins. 

Reconstruction of the large building 
is under way and expected to be com- 
pleted by February 1. Being regarded 
as the first construction undertaking 
on property bordering the Pryor street 
viaduct, and based on the advantages 
that were designated to accrue from 
building of the viaducts, the new Bell 
Brothers garage development has at- 
tracted attention of local real estate 
specialists.

HOME FOLKS PAY 
TRIBUTE TO AL 


New York’s Millions See 
Governor in Parade 
Throughout City; Side- 
walks Pledge Support.

Brooklyn, N. Y., November 2.—() 

Ami’ the cheers of a home audience 
Alfred E. Smith tonight fired at re- 
publicanism from two angles—its 
record in the state of New York and 
in the administration of the vast fed- 
eral machinery in Washington. 

Speaking in the Academy of Mu- 
sic in this city, where many times in 
years gone by he has stumped in his 
campaigns for governor, the demo- 
cratic nominee devoted most of his 
speech to New York state issues, but 
hooked them up to some extent to the 
problems confronting the nation as a 
whole. 

Despite the fact that he got a late 
start, not going on the air until 10:15 
p. m., the democratic chieftain got 
wound up in his subject and keep go- 
ing for an hour and fifteen minutes— 
the longest speech he has made in the 
present campaign, 

Six hours before the time set for 
Smith’s speech to go on the air, the 
doors were opened and in 15 minutes 
the hall was packed. Three hours 
later every seat on the stage of the 
academy, which resembles a theater, 
was filled. 

Cheers for Roosevelt. 

Crowds milling about outside the 

academy were chased from one side 


to the other and from block'to block 
by scores of mounted and foot police 
who formed human chains around the 
square. 

_ Managers of the academy estimated 
its seating capacity at 2,200. The 
stage held several hundred more while 
several score were standing in th 
wings, : 

Mrs. William H. Good, permanent 
chairman, opened the meeting a few 
minutes before 8 o’clock and intro- 
duced Herbert H. Lehman, director 
of finance of the democratic national 
committee, and candidate for lieuten- 
ant governor, who made an appeal for 
support of Governor Smith and the 
entire state ticket. 

_At 8:15 a shout signalled the ar- 
rival of Franklin D, Roosevelt. “Hur- 
rah for the next governor,” the crowd 
cheered outside. 

Senator Royal 8S. Copeland, who is 
up for reelection, came in a few min- 
utes later and there was more cheer- 
ing. 

Mr. Roosevelt asserted the republic- 
ans had “condoned every vile attempt 
to revive passions which have been 
dead in our nation since our ancestors 
burned witches in Salem,” and then 
added: 

“Let that be enough to say upon 
this matter of religion.” 

Roosevelt Raps Hoover. 

Speaking of the capacities of Her- 
bert Lloover, the gubernatorial candi- 
date said that in all his record he 
“has never yet filled any position com- 
parable in any way to that of the 
presidency of the United States.”

Marietta, Ga., November 2.—Call-

Very 
vividly do I remember frosty Novem- 
ber mornings, when the family ex- 
chequer had not quite negotiated a 
pair of shoes against the winter blasts, 
walking to school with frost on my 
toes across a Sherman battlefield. 

Conceived in Hatred. 

“Today when a neighbor speaks 
seriously of voting a republican 
licket my toes unconsciously rise, just 
as they used to do on my childhood 
journey to school in the chill air of 
November. ... 

“The republican party was born in 
hate and a few years later, by virtue 
of the patronage of. civil war con- 
tractors, it became the party of greed, 
and from that day to this it has been 
the party of avarice, adhering to the 
true Hamilton principle of government 
for the few. I can forgive them the 
policy of their Genera] Sherman, be- 
cause that was war, and ‘war is hell,’ 
but keeping us in hell by their iniquit- 
ous reconstruction policies was not 
war—it was avarice. 

“Avarice then, avarice now; the 
republican party has not changed; 
then it was the carpet-bagger and the 
negro; today, oil and the negro. 

“Their nominee today is Hoover; 
eight years ago it was Harding. Hard- 
ing was elected and brought to Wash- 
ington Hoover and the‘Ohio gang 
of grafters.. Month in and month 
out Candidate Hoover sat side by side 
with this gang of grafters, whose 
thievery, corruption and pillage sur- 
passes anything of the kind in the his- 
tory of the nation. Perhaps he sat 
in with these crooks and did not know 
what was going on; if so, he has not 
dliscernment enough to be president; 
if he did know, he is equally guilty 
and should be with Forbes, Daugherty, 
Sinclair and Fall be relegated to the 
Atlanta penitentiary instead of the 
white house. And Candidate Hoover 
‘looks with pride’ upon the achieve- 
ments of the republican administration 
for the ‘past seven and a_ half

GAIN OF $14,000,000 
SHOWN IN TAX DIGEST 


Greatest Increase in Prop- 
erty Valuation Made in 
Cities, Towns. 


Georgia’s state tax digest for 1928 
shows a gain of $14,000,000 in prop- 
erty valuations over the digest for 
1927, according to figures compiled 
Thursday at the office of General 
William A. Wright, state comptroller. 

The greatest gain in valuation was 
shown in city and town property, this 
class gaining $11,000,000 over the pre- 
vious year. The total valuation for 
1928, as shown by the digest, is. $1,- 
083,592.347. 

One interesting thing about the fig- 
ures, compiled by W. B. Harrison, 
chief elerk, is the large increase in 
poll taxes, the total for this vear be- 
ing $402,023. a gain of $39,875 over 
last year. ‘This gain is attributed to 
the great interest shown in the gen- 
eral election. 

The revenue from the property tax 
this vear will amount to approximat- 
ly $5,904,000, aecording to the estis- 
mates made in the office of the comp-

Contempt Charge Dismissed. 


On Mrs. Bugbee’s complaint that 
the defendant had violated this or- 
der, and had threatened her life, an 
order or rearrest was. issued, but 
Judge Pomeroy dismissed the con- 
tempt charges at a hearing. 

Bugbee, in his answer to the di- 
vorce suit, said that while he was in 
the army, a 300-pound steel instru- 
ment fell upon his back and impair- 
ed the sciatic nerve, so that he suf- 
fered the greatest physical and mental 
pain. 

Bugbee, his wife and Mrs. Heckman 
appeared in municipal court recently 
and the hearing resulted in Bugbee 
being placed under a peace bond and 
the two women under gvod behavoir 
bonds. Shortly after the hearing, by 
joint agreement of all parties the war- 
rants were withdrawn and the mat- 
ter was dropped. 

In Savannah there is a six-year-old 
child. the daughter of Mrs. Bugbee by 
her first husband. The child is going 
to school and did not figure in the 
family tangle, Mrs. Heckman said, 
adding that, in fact, the only thing 
the Bugbees seemed to agree on was 
their love for the little girl. 

But from male associates of Bug- 
bee came another story. Bugbee. 
they said, believed Mrs. Heckman was 
“against” him and that she had a 
deeper influence over his wife rhan 
he had. In baring his woeful tale to 
those who would listen. Bugbee 
said to have centered his attack on 
Mrs. Heckman. And these friends 
point to his attempt on Ars. Heck- 
man’s life to back up their theory, 

Another “Love” Story. 

But, all in all, the detectives made 
only a report of two persons being 
dead and the third being wounded. 
Just another one of those cases. Big 
headlines for a day and then relegated 
to the inside pages. 

“The same old story,” one of them 
said. “The motive dates back to the 
time of Eve. ‘The setting was a little 
bit different and Bugbee perhaps a 
little more dramatic than most shoot- 
ing husbands.

“Karl Marx,” by Otto Ruehle, is 
the latest addition to the long series 
of biographies that have made their 
appearance of late. The book is caus- 
ing some sensation, for it throws an 


entirely new light on the avostle of 
modern socialisui, Marx, born at Trier 
in 1818, descended from many genera- 


‘tions of rabbis, is described as a man 


of “orthodox intolerance,” the son 
of a father who became a Protestant. 
“Marx,” says the author, quoting the 
opinion of a German democrat of 1848, 
“was unbearably arrogant, respecting 
no opinion but his own, and tolerating 
no contradiction.” Despite his Jewish 
desgent, Marx is described as a ve- 
hement anti-Semite, who called Las- 
salle “Baron Itzig.” Lassalle, himself 
a Jew, wrote: “I have hated two 
things in my life, the Jews and the 
literary men; unforunately 1 am 
both !” Ruehle tells that Marx consid- 
ered Bakunin, the great Russian revo- 
lutionary, a dangerous competitor, and 
despite Bakunin’s services, morally 
ruined him, calling him a “sharper” 
and “thief.” Bakunin, on his part, 
calls Marx vain, jealous, madly puffed 
up with his own greatness, spoiled by 
the adoration of his followers, and a 
kind of “doctrinaire pope.’ When 
Marx wanted to get rid of u competitor 
he reported him to the police as a 
“dangerous person.” Although desirous 
of being the complete “proletarian,” 
he wore an eyeglass and ate caviare.

At the last meeting of the Atlanta 
chapter of the U. D. C. the trustees - 
named under a_ reversionary deed 
given by Mr. Venable were authorized 
to take immediate legal steps to gain 
possession of the Stone Mountain 
property on which the memorial has 
been started. The Stone Mountain 
Confederate Monumental association 
has announced it will resist any ef- 
Jort to recover the property. 

Mr. Venable claims that under the 
original deed the association was to 
complete the central group of the 
memorial within 12 years and that 
as this has not been done the property 
should revert to the donors. The as-

There is no way to compare Ohio 
State and Roper’s Tigers but Prince- 
ton was not impressive in its defeat of 
Cornell, Dr. Wilce’s Buckeyes have a 
considerable advantage in that they 
have been seasoned by tougher opposi- 
tion, having defeated Michigan, North- 
western and Indiana. Eby and his 
companion backs seem to give Ohio 
State the punch that Princeton has 
lacked. 

Pointing for Badgers. 

When I visited Tuscaloosa. Ala.., 
last spring, I found Coach Wallace 
Wade and his Alabama players all 
talking about the Wisconsin game. 
They have tasted the glory of inter- 
sectional triumph in the past and have 
been pointing for the Badgers for a 
long time. 

There is a tendency, often fatal, for 
players to underestimate a team which 
has been defeated and the Badgers 
should not bank too much on the fact

The Pacific coast conference race 
ought to settle down after this Sat- 
urday’s football games. Four con- 
ference games are scheduled and two 
of them will make or break leading 
contenders for the 1928 title. 

Stanford faces Southern California 
in Los Athgeles, while Oregon Univer- 
sity goes against California at Berk- 
eley. These are the two big games of 
the day, all wut Oregon being unde- 
feated in conference competition. 
Washington State plays at Idaho and 
Montana invades Oregon State in the 
‘other two contests. 


Stanford Favorite. 


Stanford's record to date rightfully 
makes this team a favorite over South- 
ern California. While we have been 
scoring but 97 points in five games, 
Stanford has run up 192 points in six. 
Stanford will have a distinct advtan- 
tage in weight. This is true both in 
the line and backfield. 

Southern California’s chances of de- 
feating Stanford are the least since 
I came to the Pacific coast in 1925. 
By that I do not mean that we are 
conceding Stanford the game ahead of 
time. Not by a long shot. But, tak- 
ing everything into consideration, our 
chances are not nearly so good as 
they have been in the past. 

Captain Hoffman, of Stanford, is 
probably the longest passer in the 
game today. He has absolutely no 
trouble throwing passes of 50 yards 
and has, in Wilton, a good receiver 
who gets down the field quickly.

They all know 
that the eyes of the football world 
will be on them and they are keyed 
up to do their stuff. 

Standings Involved. 

And not only the players, but 
many of the teams will find their 
standing depending upon the result of 
tomorrow's games. Most of them get 
a real test. Accomplishments are 


only truly rated by the strength of; 


the opposition. 

One of the most interesting battles 
will be that between Princeton and 
Ohio State. The ‘Tigers have not 
come up to expectations this season. 
With a powerful veteran team, it was 
figured that they would sweep through 
all rivals in early games, winning 
pretty much as they pleased. ‘This 
they have failed to do. Princeton was 
lucky to win from both Virginia and 
Cornell. Yet the Princeton defense 
always has stiffened when the need 
arose and it is a well known fact 
that any eleven coached by Bill Ro- 
per is at its best when the going looks 
roughest. 

I never shall grow old enough to 
forget the game which the ‘Tigers 
snatched from the fire against Chica- 
go in 1922. That was little short 
of a miracle. It was the Dempsey- 
Firpo bout of football; the most ex- 
citing game I ever saw. 
had hysterics all over the place. 

Tiger May Rally. 

So, tomorrow, Princeton may again 
rise to the occasion and deteat an 
eleven which, on paper, looks more 
powerful and the winner. No less 
than 80,000 spectators will see that 
one, and it is likely that they will get 
their money’s worth. 

Another great game should be that 
between New York University and 
Georgetown. Little’s Georgetown 
Speedsters have run up totals like 
an adding machine. They are hard 
to stop. If New York ean win this 
game it will definitely have demon- 
strated that it is one of the greatest 
elevens in the land. 

Then there is that Stanford-South- 
ern California affair. Howard Jones 
and Pop Warner are old-time rivals. 
These coaches know each other's style 
of play and each will have his team 
ready to.meet what comes. The elev- 
en which wins this battle will stand 
out as one of the most formidable 
outfits of the year. 

California expects to beat Oregon, 
but Jack Mclwan has put together a 
team that shows much of his own 
fighting spirit.

Oregon will 
give a good account of itself, in spite 
of Mr. Lom and California’s other 
stars.

ELLER WITNESS SEIZED 
ON CHARGE OF PERIURY 


Chicago Courtroom Buzzes 
With Excitement as Ar- 
rest Is Made. 


Chicago, November 2.—(#)—The 
courtroom of Judge John M. O’Connor 
was thrown into a flurry of excitement 
late today when a defense witness in 
the trial of 16 alleged henchmen of 
Morris Eller, city collector, for elec- 
tion conspiracy, was arrested on a 
perjury charge. 

TL° witness, Anthony Sparks, was 
stopped by a policeman as he stepped 
to the door of the courtroom. The 
defense had sought to show by his 
testimony that Pete Pacelli, accused 
as the kidnaper of a political foe, had 
actually been friendly with him. 

“The man perjured himself on the 
stand,” replied Edwin J. Raber, as- 
sistant prosecutor, when the arrest 
was made known. “He said he voted 
right after Pacelli, but the poll books 
show that he did not.” 

The defense attorneys immediately 
protested, and after a conference with 
Judge O’Connor Sparks was released 
and Raber announced the state would 
swear out a warrant for his arrest. 

Counsel for the defendants began 
the presentation of defense alibis im- 
mediately after the state rested today. 
The prosecution, however, reserved the 
right to produce one other witness, 
presumably Miss Margaret Welch, who 
lay in a state of hysterical collapse 
induced by threats to “blow her head 
off” -if she testified, and by the sup- 
posed kidnaping of her brother Laddie, 
missing two days. No trace of Welch 
has been found. 

The girl had been guarded for days 
by police, and they suspect her broth- 
er was abducted in an attempt to in- 
timidate her as a witness. 

Concluding its month’s investigation 
of alleged vote frauds, the October spe- 
cial grand jury today returned two 
more indictments naming four polit- 
ical workers on charges of assault and 
conspiracy. 


NEGRO IS WOUNDED 
TRYING TO SEIZE 
GUN OF OFFICER 


Shot as he was grappling with De- 
tective A. C. Sinyard for possession 
of the officer’s gun, Claude Wright, 
negro of 836 Greensferry avenue, was 
seriously wounded late Friday night. 

According to Detective Sinyard’s re- 
port he and Detective J. A. Preston 
had been watching an alleged boot- 
legging establishment on Alexander 
street and had arrested a white buoy 
and were returning to headquarters 
with him. 

The detectives stated that as they 
were walking along Alexander near 
Spring with their prisoner they no- 
ticed Wright and thinking that he 
was watching them suspiciously Sin- 
yard left his partner in charge of the 
prisoner and went to question the 
negro. As he neared Wright, Sinyard 
said, the negro suddenly turned and 
asked what the officer wanted.

tle, has begun to spread among men

The first case of a human victim 
was found last April but since that 
time over 20 cases have been reported 
and many more are believed to exist. 

The disease, which is often mistak- 
en for typhoid fever, has a low mor- 
tality rate but hangs on for a long 
time and unfits the victim for work. 

Handling diseased cattle is believed 
to be the main source of infection.

SMITH IS ONLY HOPE 
OF FARMERS-NORRIS. 


Minneapolis, Minn., November 2. 
(P)}—Solution of the agricultural probe 
lem, which he characterized as the 
greatest issue of the campaign, de 
pends on election of Governor Alfred 
E. Smith, as president, George W. 
Norris, republican senator from Ne 
braska, said here tonight. 

Speaking at a rally climaxing the 
Smith campaign in Minnesota, Senator 
Norris, who last week announced sup- 
port of the New York governor, said 
the agricultural situatiom “is too grave 
to be trifled with” and that Herbert 
Hoover’s promise to call an extra ses- 
sion of congress to consider farm leg- 
islation is “pure political bunk.” 

Water power, Tammany, prohibi- 
tion, and religion were discussed by 
the Nebraskan, who said the stand of 
Governor Smith entitles him to the 
suppert of “all progressive citizens, 
regardless of party.” . 

He said he disagreed with the demo- 
cratic candidate on prohibition, but 
that if he fulfilled a pledge to enforce 
the law to the best of his ability, “he 
will accomplish more than has been 
accomplished during the past eight 
years by the administration of which 
Mr. Hoover has been a part.” 


Senator Norris said that “if the nae 
tion does not strongly reject the at- 
tempt to make religion a test of the 
right to hold office, we will inevita- 
bly have grafted a new provision on 
our constitution, one that contains in 
itself the forces of destruction, one 
that in the end, although it may be 
years from now, will bear the fruit of 
governmental decay and will bring our 
republic down to ruin.” 

The speaker asserted there is noth- 
ing in the record of the promises of 
Mr. Hoover entitling him to the sup- 
port of agriculture. On the contrary, 
he said, the republican nominee “is 
and has been the most influential per- 
son in this country in preventing the 
enactment of legislation placing agri- 
culture on an equality with other in- 
dustry.” 

Senator Norris said that “after 
feeding the farmers upon promises for 
eight years and at a time when his 
vote is needed again, the promise is 
made that a special session will be 
called, without intimating what legis- 
lation will be proposed by Mr. Hoo- 
ver.” 

Senator Norris called the McNary- 
HIaugen proposal the only bill “that 
ean and will give the farmer the ben- 
efit of the protective tariff,” and as- 
serted that Mr. Hoover has demone- 
strated he is against its principle. 

Modification or repeal of the prohi- 
bition law should not be attempted 
“ontil there has been a fair and hen- 
est sttempt at enforcement” said the 
speaker. “This is something that has 
never heen done.”

S HELD ‘ARBITRARY" 


Three Federal Judges Send 
Order to I. C. C. for New 


Hearing. 


Valuation of the Atlanta, Birming- 
ham & Coast railroad properties at 
a figure slightly above $9,000,000 by 
the interstate commerce commission 
was held “arbitrary and unlawful 
in an order handed down by three 
federal judges and filed with the clerk 
of the United States court Friday 
morning, which set aside the com- 
mission’s eM@imate and sent the issue 
back to that body for further con- 
sideration. 

The commission had set this valua- 
tion on the railroad prior to its ac- 
quisition by the Atlantic Coast line. 
The A., B. & C railroad company, 
contending that its properties are 
worth in the neighborhood of $30,- 
000,000, brought suit against the 
United States to set aside the $9,- 
000,000 valuation, which had been 
set as one step in refinancing the 
road, the former A., B. and A. The 
order was signed by three judges who 
constituted a special court to con- 
sider the question. They were: R. W. 
Walker, of Huntsville, Ala., senior 
judge of this federal circuit; Hon. 
Ben C. Dawkins, of New Orleans, 
La., United States district judge, and 
S. H. Sibley, of Atlanta, United 
States district judge. 

The order states that the court, 
after hearing the evidence and the 
arguments in accordance with an 
opinion filed at the same time with 
the order, decrees “that the equities 
are with the complainant (A., ‘ 
C. railroad) and that the order of 
April 9, 1928, complained of, insofar 
as same fixes the amount at which 
the complainant is to return its capl- 
tal stock and its investments in road 
and equipment, be set aside, and that 
all persons interested in enforcement 
of said order and their officers and 
agents are permanently enjoined from 
enforcing same.” 

It concludes by saying that the or- 
der shall be sent back to the inter- 
state commerce commission for fur- 
ther hearing.

“We had only one piece of the ap- 
paratus at the auditorium during the 
Interstate Post-Graduate Medical as- 
sembly of North America hehl in At- 
lanta, and I have no hope that any 
piece of apparatus will eliminate all 
guess work, 

“We do not know what causes ane- 
mia, but are honestly trying to find 
out. But the report of such claims 
on our part only makes us appear 
ridiculous or crooked. The first para- 
graph of the report would lead the | 
reader to suppose that we claim to 
be able to apply one or two pieces of 
apparatus in the diagnosis of any dis- | 
ease.

Boston, Mass., November 2.—(#)—

sion, CC, Francis Jenkins insists that 
it is coming sooner than the experts 
and “the dunkers” think, The Wash- 
ington inventor defenitely promises 
that he will soon be able to trans- 
mit moving figures and motion pic- 
tures taken from strip films from re- 
ception via the ether on specially 
built receiving sets. 

These sets will be relatively simple 
in construction and will probably be 
known as “radiovisors,” said Mr. Jen- 
kins. The inventor, who has been tak- 
ing out, scores of patents on visual 
radio apparatus of hie own develop- 
ment, declares that visual radio to- 
day is comparable to the early crystal 
set reception of audible radio and 
stoutly maintains that developments 
from now on will be rapid. 

The “radiomovies” which Mr. Jen- 
kins has been broadcasting from his 
own experimental’ station here in 
Washington are likened to early mo- 
tion pictures. They are in silhouette, 
he says, because the width of the 
broadcast band legally permissible is 
not great enough to transmit them 
with proper light values. 

Mr. Jenkins has obtained a license 
from the government to employ a one 
hundred kilocycle band which repre- 
sents a path in the ether ten times 
wider than the one he is now using 
in the experiments he is conducting 
daily with the cooperation of a host 
of amateurs scattered throughout the 
country. He is now engaged in con- 
structing the new transmitter and ex- 
pects to have it in operation within 
a few months.

NEARING FLECTION 
SENDS WHEAT OFF

(Associated Press Market Editor) 
Chicago, November 2,—(#)—Read- 

justments to prepare for a short day 
tomorrow, election holiday on Tues- 
day and government crop figures 
Thursday all combined today to ease 
wheat prices down. Widespread rains 
and snow. likely to benefit winter 
wheat, tended also to offset early ad- 
vances based on talk that Hoover's 
speech tovight at St. Louis would deal 
with plans of farm relief. 

Closing quotations on wheat were 
unsettled, at the same as yesterday's 
finish to 1-4c higher, with corn vary- 
ing from 3-Sc decline to 1-4¢e advance, 
oats a shade to’ 1-4c up, and previs- 
ions at 22c setback to a rise of 47c. 

Erasing of price gains in the wheat 
market today became especially o- 
ticenble toward the last, and went 
hand in hand with efforts which previ- 
ous buyers made to realize profits. 
Fading away of eastern purchasing 
of wheat future deliveries counted also 
as a bearish influence. 

Houses with foreign connections led, 
nevertheless, in buying which earlier 
in‘ the day had given the wheat mar- 
ket a lift. Aside from chances of pos- 
sible farm relief developments, this 
buying was associated with talk about 
probable reduction of forthcoming 
Canadian government crop estimates. 

Corn reacted with wheat. Setbacks 
in prices for corn, though, were sub- 
sequent to advances due to decidedly 
unfavorable weather conditions which 
may retard field work for a week or 
more. 

Provisions in the main were steady 
except that ribs ruled firmer.

The Day in Finance were asin opens Hicker 


with Profit-Taking, But Vol- 


ume of Business Falls Off.

New York, November 2.—The only 
difference between today’s stock mar- 
ket and that of recent sessions was a 
falling off in the volume of business 
handled. The market again opened 
higher with profit taking on strong 
spots and with trading slowing down 
when selling pressure was removed. 

Much discussion was L-ard in Wall 
street today of the further increase 
of $38,000,000 in the purchase of ac- 
ceptances by the federal reserve banks 
bringing the total up to a new high 
level of $440.000,000, In recent weeks 
the member banks have taken advan- 
tage of easier money conditions creat- 
ed through the purchase of accept- 
ances in the open market by the fed- 
eral reserve banks to pay off their 
borrowings from the federal reserve 
banks. During the past week, how- 
ever, the member banks despite the 
heavier purchases of acceptamces by 
the federal reserve banks increased 
their borrowings from the federal re- 
serve banks by $20,000,000. 


Robert H. Bean, of the Americaa 
Acceptance council points out that the 
recent heavy purchases of acceptances 
in the open market by the federal re- 
serve banks has furnished the money 
market with needed funds.

SWEEPS OVER WEST 


Cold Wave With Snow and 
Rain Hits Mississippi 
Valley. ° 


Kansas City, November 2.—(?)— 
Driven on by fresh blasts from the 
arctic, a Rocky mountain blizzard 
with accompanying snow, rain and 
freezinz temperatures spread farther 
afiell into the middlewest today, 
threatening the lower Mississippi val- 
ley regions with snow and nearly all 
of Texas with cold weather. 

The outlook was for more snow in 
Iowa, Missouri and Nebraska and 
Kansas. Strong north winds swept 
Oklahoma, where the temperatures 
hovered about the freezing mark. 
Freezing weather was expected in the 
Panhandle and south Texas plains, 
with the prediction that only the ex- 
treme southern portion would escape 
the cold wave, which followed heavy 
rains in the state. 

Somewhat warmer weather prevail- 
edn North and South Dakota, and in 
western Nebraska, temporarily releas- 
ing those sections from the blizzard 
which brought a heavy drifting snow 
mantle to the grazing country. 

Omaha and eastern Nebraska receiv- 
ed the first touch of the snow _last 
night, which followed heavy rainfall 
over a 36-hour period. Continued low 
temperatures with snow prevailed at 
Sioux City. Snowfall in South Da- 
kota ranged from four to six inches 
while southern Minnesota also was 
visited by snowfall.

Speaking in Virginia, Ex- 
Secretary Says People Have 
Returned to Fold. 


Richmond? Va., November 2.—(4) 
Picturing Jefferson and Wilson as 
men who envisioned and defined de- 
mocracy and Jackson and Smith as its 
dynamic vitalizers, Josephus Daniels, 
secretary of the navy in the Wilson 
administration, told a Richmond audi- 
ence tonight that the political tide 
had turned toward the democratic 
party. 

“Wilson came to give new impetus 
to the principles .of Jefferson a lit- 
tle more than a hundred years after 
Jefferson retired from the presidency,” 
Mr. Daniels said. “And now one hun- 
dred years after Jackson a new vitali- 
zer has come to give, as Jackson did, 
a new human impetus to the prin- 
ciples of Jefferson and Wilson. 

“It is again Virginia’s happy privi- 
lege to fight for the man who will hold 
vital the great governmental principles 
born in Virginia. Twice in American 
history Virginia has produced the 
needed intellect to give principles to 
the democratic party, principles that 
grew out of the spirit of Virginia. 

“It is a Virginia tradition that is 
at stake today, and I know Virgin- 
ians will not allow the issue to be 
clouded. 

“I come tonight to bring you the 
good news that North Carolina has 
‘come through.’ On next ‘Tuesday 
when its unterrified democracy goes 
to the polls and registers its vote for 
Al Smith, it might truly be said of 
them: ‘These are they who have 
come up out of great tribulations.’ 
For we have had a battle royal, and 
in September, if you had crossed the 
invisible line that is supposed to, but 
does not separate our states, you 
would have found a lot of scared 
democrats.”

Washington, November 2—()—Ap- 
proximately $9,000,000 has been re- 
ceived by the two major political par- 
ties during the presidential race, of 
which $4,911,744 went to the repub- 
lican national committee and $4,088,- 
932 to the democratic national com- 


mittee, as shown in reports filed to- 
day with the house campaign funds 
committee. 

The committee accountings disclosed 
that the funds have been used up al- 
most entirely, the October balances be- 
ing $137,383 for the republicans and 
$92,094 for the democrats. 

The reports dealt primarily with 
receipts and disbursements during the 
lash week in October. Over this 
period J. R. Nutt, treasurer. of the 
republican committee, said $770,000 
had been contributed and $562,000 
spent. James W. Gerard, treasurer of 
the democratic committee, reported the 
week’s receipts as $1,023,894, of which 
$500,000 was a loan, and expenditures 
as $1,056,991. 

The largest .contribution to the re- 
publican fund was for $150,000 by the 
“Ways and Means Committee of the 
Republican National Committee for 
Pennsylvania.” Receipt of $25,000 
from Paul Gunther, of Dover, N. J., 
was also listed and it was announced 
at committee headquarters that $25,- 
000 had been received since October 
31 from John N. Willys, president of 
the Willys-Overland company, Toledo,

The largest democratic contribution 
reported was for $25,000 by Nicholas 
Brady, of New York.
